Boone. Bowie didn't aim to strike 
the first blow — but the reason his 
legend has come down to us today 
is that he managed lo strike the 
Jist one. 


As you know, Bowie finally was 


slain when Santa Ana's Mexicans 
stormed the Alamo in March 18li(i. 
Our motion picture ends just be- 
fore that — on the one great mo- 
ment of happiness in Bowie's life, 
his marriage. 


From my reading of factual . c- 


search accounts of the Bowie knife, 
and Wellman's novel on the col- 
onel's life, 1 would say "The Iron 
Mistress" is a historically correct 
^lovie. You may be disappointed 
when you discover there is no men- 
tion of either the state of Arkansas 
or the town of Washington in tho 
picture, but there are compensa- 
tions for this omission: 


A sign-board clearly displays tho 


name, "James Black," outside the 
smithy where the knife was made, 
and the whole 
forging 
process, 


complete with the dialogue from 
Wellman's novel, are in the movie. 
^Ot course the 
book named 
the 


"Town and state where Black work- 
ed. But I suppose the movie-mak- 
ers, dealing with an era 
when 


Arkansas wa.s only a division of 
the Missouri Territory (our stale( 
was not created until 1836), fell 
justified in treating the blacksmith 
shop as just a nameless location 
in 
the "^wilderness 
that 
ranged 


northward from New Orleans along 
the Mississippi and ils tributaries. 


Many legends have been circu- 


f'^ated 
about 
Colonel Bowie. The 


important thing, to you and me, 
is that Warner Brothers' 
picture 


"The Iron Mistress" clearly cred- 
its the 
knife's design to Bowie 


and its forging to James Black, 
lhe Washington 
smith. 


I heard only this morning that 


one 
reference 
book 
claims 
the , 


knife was designed by another man 
named Bowie, and the credit had 
been given to the famous frontier- 


^man by error. This is ridiculous. 
'T Webster's Unabridged Dictionary 


states flatly: 


"Bowie Knife: After its in- 


ventor, Colonel James Bowie; 
died 1836." 
And backing up tho dictionary 


is the verdict of Raymond W. 
Thorp, one of the greatest living 
authorities on weapons, whose fac- 
tual book "Bowie Knife" (Univer- 
sity of New Mexico Press) gives 
absolute credit to Bowie for design- 


0ng the knife and to James Black 


for making it in his blacksmith 
shop at Washington, Ark. 


Remember this when you see 


the picture — the 
facts 
behind 


both the real-life Bowie and 
his i 


famous blade, and this movie, are 
authentic.
